“Futuristic war without soldiers 
may answer question on amnesty 


“What if they gave a war and nobody came?” These words from a 
popular poster may well become a prophetic precedent for a portion 
of our population. 

The repercussions of amnesty for men who refuse military 
conscription will be felt throughout future history. 

In the past only a political/military elite made the decision for 
war on an intellectual plane. Their choice was then propagandized to 
the people on a gut-level emotional response basis. 

“Remember the Alamo,” “Vive la France,” “Spirit of °76,” 
“Remember Pearl Harbor,” “Banzai,” “Deutchland Uber Allis!” 
Emotion filled P.R. slogans like these have been used more or less 
since the beginning of recorded history. 

All societies have created a military ivatiqde iach anio 
syndrome ‘that the leaders have used to exploit the populace in 
gaining acceptance of the war and to fill the ranks of the army with 
cannon fodder. 

Vietnam produced the greatest inequities in the draft when 
relatively few men were forced to serve in what many regard as an 
unpopular, immoral, unconstitutional ideological intervention into a 
third-world civil war. 

Approximately 28,000 young men avoided the draft or deserted 
the military by fleeing to a foreign country. Their crime was 
recognizing the abhorrent reality of the Vietnam war, years before 
the rest of the U.S. finally did. 

They based their decision to fight or flee on a logical choice rather 
than the historical emotional response patterns. 

President Ford is now acquiesing to their decision by recognizing 
a “conditional amnesty,’’ which has more “conditions’’ than 
“amnesties. “” 

These men will be required to complete two years of alternative 
service after swearing an oath of alligence to the United States. The 
Statute of Limitations for prosecution on draft evasion has been 
waived for these cases. 


Many legal precedents and constitutional rights were violated by 
the waiver of the Statute of Limitations. Some of these men have 
been out of the country for over five years but still face prosecution 
on the original charges. 

Violent criminal acts of armed robbery, assault and manslaughter 
have a Statute of Limitations -- only three to seven years. It would 
appeal to a sense of justice if men trying to avoid violence should be 
afforded the same legal rights as other fugitives. 


Wars will continue to plague the human race. But with the advent 
of amnesty, men may now use a rational, individual choice, whether 
or not to fight, without a legal force compelling them to serve..

Astronomy, considered the 
original science, and Astrology, 
the perennial fad, are 
star-crossed once again.
